M o l k , 19th Brum sire, lo tb N o v .y e a r 14. 
On the i6th Bromairf) the army of Mar- 
flial Dâvoüfl direôed its march fiom Stcver 
to Naydhoffin, Marieniell and Liii-îpfeld— 
By this movement, it extended i:a tront be- 
yond the left of the enemy’« trmy.the height* 
of St. HypoUte ; and from Lilienfeld, it 
■ larched towards Vienna by the high road 
leading dtreAly to it. 


On the 17th the advanced guard of this 
MarOial being yet fevcral leagues fiom Ma- 
rienzell. met the corps of Gìncral Meerfcldc 
which was marching towirdi Neuddadt for 
tbe purpofe of covering Vienna on that Hde. 
Tbe General »f Brigade Heudelet, command­ 
er of Marihil Davouil's advanced guard, at. 
lacked the enemy wilh tbe greatefl vigour, 
routed him, ifid purfued him for th^ fpace of 
ive leagues. 


The refult of this engagement of Marlen- 
sell was the taking of three (lands of colouis, 
16 pieces of cannon, and 400* prifjncrs—. 
among whom are the colonela of the regi- 
BientSi Jofeph de Collertdo and DueiCch> 
neiiler, and five majors. 


On the 18th in the morning« Prince Mu­ 
rat arrived at St. Hypolyte. 
He gave di- 
reÄion to the general of brigade of dragoons 
Sebaftiani to pufh forward! towards Vienna. 
All the court and grandees have left that 
capital. 
It had been already announced at 
tbe advanced pods, that the Emperor was 
preparing to quit Vienna. 


The Ruffian army has effeâed its retreat 
to Krems by recrolfîng the Danube, fearing 
■ o doubt to fee its communications with Mo­ 
ravia cut off, by the movement which Mar­ 
ciai Mortier had made on the left bank of the 
Danube. 


General Marmont muA have palTed beyond 
Leoben. 


Tbe Abbey of Molk, where the Emperor 
lodges, is one of the fineft in Europe. There 
is not, either in France or Italy, any convent 
or abbey that can be compared to it. 
It is 
in a (Irong poFition, and commands the Da­ 
nube. 
It was one of the principal poAs of 
the Romans, and was called Tbe Iron House, 
built by the Emperor Commodus. 


The cellars and vaults of the Abbey were 
full of very good Hungarian wine ; which 
lias been of great help to the army, having 
4br this long time been without any ; but we 
•re now in the wine country—there is a 
great deal in the environs of Vienna. 


The Emperor has ordered a particular 
fafeguard to be placed at the caftle of Luftck- 
lofs, a fmall country feat belonging to the 
Xmperor of Auftria, on the left back of the 
river Danube. 


The avenues of Vienna on this fide do not 
#cfcmble the avenues of great capitals. From 
Lintz to Vienna there is but «ne high road ; 
• great many rivers, fuch as the Ips, the 
P.lap, the Molk, the Trafen, See. have only 
liad wooden bridges over them. 
The coun­ 
try is covered with forefls of pine trees : at 
•very ftep inexpugnable poßtions, where the 
enemy in vain endeavoured to make a Aand. 
H e was always apprehendve of feeing him- 
fclf palTed and turned by the columns which 
aianoKuvrcd beyond his flanks. 


From the Inn hitker, the Danube is beau­ 
tiful ; its profpeAs are piAurefque ; its navi­ 
gation down the river,rapid and eafy. 


All the intercepted letters fpeak only of 
tbe frightful chaos which Vienna exhibits. 
— T^e war was undertaken by the AuArian 
cabinet againA the advice of all the princes 
of the Imperial family. 
But Colloredo, led 
by his wife, who,a French woman, bears the 
■loA envenomed hatred to her country ^ Co- 
bentael accuAonied to tremble at the very 
najne of a iRuflìan, in the perfuafion that 
every thing mu A bend before them, and to 
whom, moreover, it is poillble the agents of 
England may have found mean,s to introduce 
themfclves ; in fine, that iniferable Mack, 
who had already a£ied fuch a great part for 
the renewal of the fécond coalition; thefe 
are the influence a that have proved Aronger 
than thofe of all wife men and of itll the 
Hiembers of tbe Imperial family. 


There is not the meaneA citiaen, the 
loweA fubaltern, but is confcious that this 
war is advantageous only for the Englifli ; 
that they are the artificers of the misfortunes 
of Europe, as by their monopoly they are 
the authors of the exorbitant price ofpro-
